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Fair Week for Field Work: There were a few counties
throughout the state still receiving rain for the better part of the
week. Some areas saw their first frost of the season this week as a
result of the cooler temperatures. The rain slowed and in some
cases stopped field work in those areas still receiving heavy rains.
Pennsylvania had an average of 3 days suitable for field work.
Primary field activities were limited; but included some hay
cutting, harvesting of apples, pumpkins, and a few late
vegetables. Fall plowing continued, and is 52% complete, ahead
of last year’s 51%, but behind the five year average of 59%.

Crop Progress: Corn is 92% mature, ahead of 61% from a year
ago, and ahead of the 82% average. Corn is 41% harvested, ahead
of 18% from a year ago and the 35% average. Corn silage is 95%
harvested, ahead of 80% last year and the 91% average. Barley is
74% planted a little behind last year’s 79%, but ahead of the
average of 72%. Barley is 55% emerged, ahead of last year’s
45% and the average of 41%. Winter wheat is 48% planted,
behind last year’s 57%, and the average of 55%. Winter wheat
has begun to emerge, and is 26% emerged. This is behind last
year’s 33%, and the average of 27%. Soybeans are 27%
harvested ahead of the previous year’s 18% and the average of
22%. Potatoes are at 89% harvested, ahead of last year’s 76%
and about the same as the 89% average. The alfalfa fourth cutting
is at 88% completed, ahead of 84% a year ago, and the 81%
average. Apples are 87% harvested, above last year’s 83%, and
the average of 74%. The grape harvest continued strongly, and is
75% completed, ahead of last year’s 37%, and the average of
47%.

Crop Condition: State-wide corn conditions are; 6% very poor,
13% poor, 24% fair, 43% good, and 14% excellent. Soybean
conditions are; 8% very poor, 12% poor, 22% fair, 44% good, and
14% excellent. The quality of hay made is 17% very poor, 4%
poor, 16% fair, 46% good, and 17% excellent. Pasture conditions
are; 14% very poor, 15% poor, 38% fair, 27% good and 6%
excellent.

Nationwide as of October 3, 2010: Cooler weather reigned over
much of the country east of the Great Plains during the week,
with average temperatures falling to as many as 9 degrees below
normal in areas of Missouri, Oklahoma, and Texas. Elsewhere,
warm, dry conditions throughout much of the West provided ideal

conditions for summer crop maturation and fall fieldwork.
Additionally, dry weather across the Corn Belt promoted the
continued rapid corn and soybean harvest. Conversely, heavy
precipitation was received along much of the Atlantic Coast,
helping to replenish unusually low soil moisture levels but
triggering localized flooding. Most notably, coastal locations in
North Carolina and Virginia totaled more than 12 inches of
rainfall during the week. Corn: Nationally, 93 percent of this
year's corn crop was at or beyond the mature stage by week's end,
39 percentage points ahead of last year and 14 percentage points
ahead of the 5-year average. Maturity was nearly complete across
much of the Corn Belt, where progress was well ahead of both
last year and the average pace. By October 3, producers had
harvested 37 percent of the Nation's crop, 28 percentage points, or
36 days, ahead of last year and 16 percentage points ahead of the
5-year average. Harvest was most advanced and nearly complete
in Tennessee, 62 percentage points ahead of last year and 21
percentage points ahead of the average. In the Corn Belt, warm,
dry conditions continued to promote a rapid harvest pace, with
progress in Illinois and Indiana 59 points or more ahead of last
year and 43 points or more ahead of normal. Overall, 66 percent
of the corn crop was reported in good to excellent condition,
unchanged from ratings last week but 4 percentage points below
the same time last year. Soybeans: By week’s end, leaves were
dropping on 88 percent of the soybean crop, 11 percentage points
ahead of last year and 3 percentage points ahead of the 5-year
average. Double-digit progress was evident throughout much of
the major soybean-producing areas of the country as leaf drop
neared completion across much of the Corn Belt, lower Delta, and
Ohio Valley. With mostly dry weather providing nearly ideal
conditions for fall fieldwork, harvest advanced 20 points during
the week to 37 percent complete by October 3, twenty-three
percentage points ahead of last year and 9 percentage points
ahead of the 5-year average. Producers in Illinois, Indiana, lowa,
Minnesota, and Nebraska, the five largest soybean-producing
States, harvested 22 percent or more of their crop during the
week. Overall, 64 percent of the soybean crop was reported in
good to excellent condition, up slightly from ratings last week but
3 percentage points below the same time last year. Small Grains:
By October 3, ninety-four percent of this year's barley crop was
harvested, 5 percentage points behind both last year and the 5-
year average. Improved weather conditions and 6 days suitable
for fieldwork allowed producers in Montana time to harvest 8
percent of their crop, but overall progress remained 15 percentage
points behind last year and 17 percentage points behind the
average.
